The Senate met in regular session at 10 a. M.t 
President Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
The journal of yesterday was read and appro veil 
Mr. J o h n s o n m«*ved to reconsider the iotc by 
which Senate Bill No. 204 was yesterday indefinitely 
postponed, and the motion was made the special 
order for Wednesday next, at 11 a. m. 
Leave of absence for one day was granted Mr. 
Neumann. 
Mr. H ittkll presented a petition from the State 
Medical Society asking the Legislature to appoint 
three ruem btrsnf the M ate Board of Health as a 
committee to inquire into the feasibility of estab­ 
lishing a S»ate Hospital for consumptive*, and to 
report to the Legislature at its next aeisiou. 
Re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Hospitals. 
Mr. Gi AOCOCK introduced an Act to prevent the 
accumulation of large landed estates. 
Referred to 
the Committee on Judiciary. 


8TKCIAL ORD ER. 
The Senate took up the special order for the hour 
—Senate Bill No. 84—An Act Pi organize and define 
the powers of the Board of Railroad Commissioners. 
The question came on the amendment of the Com­ 
m ittee on Corporations to fix the salary of the Sec­ 
retary at $2,000 per annum instead of $2,400. 
Mr. Kane offered an amendment to make it $1,500. 
Mr. S attrrwhitk hoped the Senate would not 
adopt the amendment. The Secrotary of the Com­ 
mission would have more work to do than the Com­ 
missioners themselves. 
Mr. Kane hoped it wonld prevail. 
He thought 
that 81,500 was a large enough salary in these times. 
It came with a bail grace from reformers to advocate 
such a large salan*. 
He could furnish men of ability 
sufficient to fill the position, who would be glad to 
get the office, 
lie compared the salaries of other 
officials with this. The idea of some was : “ It is 
coming fro»» the State, and the State won’t feel it,” 
bu t the people would and did feel it. 
He did not 
wish to interfere with the salaries of men who had 
worked to do but was opposed to paying men fordo­ 
ing nothing. 
Mr. J ounhon asked what the salary was, as reported 
by the committee, aud was told $2,000. 
Mr. Nyr could not see why this 8a!ary should be 
fixed so high. 
He cited various salaries of officers 
and thought the eoiupenH&tion of this oue should be 
no greater, as lie did not think the work any 
greater. 
The am endm eut w*»s lost. 
Mr. W atson opposed the am endm ent of the com­ 
mittee. 
He thought this was a very onerous and 
responsible position, and the Secretary ought to 
have 8*200 per month. 
Mr. J ohnson also opposed the amendment. 
Mr. Wendell thought $2,000 was sufficient. He did 
not think the duties of the position would occupy 
the full time of the Secretar}*. 
Mr. T raylor opposed the amendment. 
His ex­ 
perience had taught him th at the position would 
require a man of considerable experience, of extra­ 
ordinary skill and intelligence. 
He would have to 
do the work of the Commission, mainly. 
Mr. Ryan also opposed the amendment. 
He 
thought 82,000 an inadequately salary. Cheap help is 
not cheap in any sense, either to the State or private 
individuals. 
Any good book-keej>er could command 
a higher salary. 
Mr. Chase would vote for the amendment. We 
m ust economize as much as we can, but pay a fair 
salary. 
The amendment was lost by a vote of 16 ayes to 19 
noes. 
Mr. Nyr offered an amendment to make it $1,800. 
Lost, by a vote of 12 ayes to *22 noes. 
The section was adopted as it stood originally, 
making the salary $2,400. 
The committee amendments to the various sec­ 
tions were adopted. 
Numerous other amendments were offered, dis­ 
cussed and rejected. 
Mr. W est offered a new section, which was 
adopted, defining the meaning of the term s rail­ 
roads, transportation companies, etc. 
The bill was then ordered engrossed. 
On motion of Mr. J ounson, senate Bill No. 54 and 
Assembly Bill No. 84, on the same subject, were in­ 
definitely postponed. 


SPECIA L ORD ER POSTPONED. 
On motion of Mr. J ohnson, the special order. 
Senate Bill No. 63—An Act to provide for the 
speedy completion of the State Prison at Folsom— 
was made the special order for one week from to­ 
day, at 3 P. M. 


G EN ER A L FIL E . 
The Senate took up the general file: 
Senate Bill No. 130—An Act to create and main­ 
tain a Labor Bureau, and a Bureau of Land, Labor, 
Capital, Social, Vital and Industrial Statistics (by 
Mr. Johnson) - was withdrawn. 
Senate Bill No. 256—Au Act to establish and sup­ 
port a Bureau of Labor and Land Statistics (bv Mr. 
Watson)— was withdrawn. 
Senate Bill No. 217—An Act relative to official 
bonds (by Mr. Enos)—was withdrawn. 
Senate Bill No. 222—An Act to define the duties 
of the Governor and Legislature under Section 1 of 
Article VII. of the Constitution, relating to tl>« par­ 
doning power (by Mr. Enos)—waa recommitted to 
the Committee on Judiciary. 
Senate Bill No. 230—An Act to amend Section 
1174 of the Code of Civil Procedure (by Mr. Baker)— 
was withdrawn. 
Senate Bill No. 240—An Act to repeal an Act enti­ 
tled an Act relating to advances bona fide made to 
agents intrusted with goods, and for the Letter pro­ 
tection of such advances, approved March 30, 1878 i 
(by Mr. Johnson)—was read third time and ordered 
engrossed. 
Senate Bill No. 225—Au Act to regulate the rate 
which may be charged as interest money in this 
State (by Mr. Ryan)—was taken up, substitute 
read, adopted and ordered engrossed. 
[President Mansfield in the chair.] 
Assembly Bill No. 23—An Act to amend Section 
1452 of the Code of Civil Procedure, in relation to 
lim itations of actious brought by heirs and devisees 
(by Mr. Tyler)—was recommitted to the Committee 
on Judiciary. 
Assembly Bill No. 52—An Act to amend Sections 
3491 and 3492 of an Act entitle i an Act to establish 
a Civil Code, approved .March 21,1872, relating to 
public nuisances (by Mr. Fox)—was read second 
time. 
Assembly Bill No. 54—An Act to amend Sections 
310 and 311 of an Act entitled an Act to establish a 
Political Code, approved March 1*2, 1872, relating to 
the enactm ent ot statutes (by Mr. F o x )- was read 
second time. The Senate reconsidered the vote by 
which the amendment to the title of the bill was 
adopted, and receded from its amendmeut.

Senate Bill No. 330—An Act to provide for the 
erection of a building for the use of the Normal 
School (by Mr. Baker)—was taken up. 
Mr. West moved to postpone the consideration of 
the bill until to-morrow at 2:30 r. m. 
Mr. Nyk moved to amend by making it the special 
order for one we* k from to-day. 
Messrs. E n o s and J o h n s o n opposed the motion, 
and thought it necessary t at the bill should be 
passed at once and let the rebuilding go on at once. 
Mr. H ittkll favored postponing the consideration 
of the bill. 
He understood that the Grand Central 
Hotel in Oakland could he had for this purpose for 
870,000, while this bill called for $150,000. 
Mr. Conger could see no reason for postponing 
the bill fo ra week. 
It was a simple question as to 
whether the Senate desired to rebuild the Normal 
School building or not. 
Mr. J o h n s to n opposed the postponement of the 
consideration of the bill. 
If they were going to 
offer hotels for it, he was authorized to offer the 
Golden Eagle Hotel in this city for 850,000, and it 
was a better building than the one referred to.

The b II as compiled ai d arranged embraces the en­ 
tire public school system of the State. The sub­ 
committee, in doing its work, acted U|K>n the belief 
that the present school law was one of the be=t in 
the United States, and with the exception of a few 
additional provisions have made only such changes 
as were necessa y to adapt it to the Constitution. 
These 
changes 
are mainly with 
reference to 
limiting the powers of the 
State 
Board 
of 
Education, and for the establishment of County 
Boards, 
These 
County 
Boards, 
as 
provided 
bv the bill, are to be ap(M.intcd by the Board off Su­ 
pervisors of each county, so that all counties in the 
State will have a Board of Education, which is to 
Co sist of the County Suiierintendent and four ap­ 
pointed members, of whom two, at least, shall be 
experienced teachers. Section 7, Article IX. of the 
Constitution gives these Board* control of the text­ 
books, which is regulated by the bill, requiri* g three 
months publication of notice off proposed changes 
and to publishers for bid* to furnish book*, and the 
party whose bid shall be accepted is to give bonds to 
furnish same at a given price for a term of at least 
four years. All action u|*>n the subject to take place in 
May, are not to take effect until the commencement 
of the school year next after June 30th following. 
The State Board of Education is retdned, but re­ 
duced to three members, consisting of the Governor, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction and the P rin­ 
cipal of the State Normal School. The public 
school* are divided into two grades only, primary 
and giam m ar ; and the certificates to be granted to 
teachers are also of only two classes, corresponding 
thereto.

fore, but only upon the recommendation of a 
County Board. 
A change is made in apportioning 
county school fuuds, by which 80 census children 
oium as one teacher, in place of 100 children, as 
heretofore ; more stringent guards art* placed upon 
use of the library fu n d ; all special district taxe* 
voted are to be assessed and collected by the regular 
County Asseas<*r and Collector, respectively, with­ 
out extra charge, thus avoiding taking a portion of 
the am ount so raised to |iay for assessing and col­ 
lecting. 
An im portant change is made by striking 
out the word “ w hite” from Section 1C62, and 
repealing Sections 16C9, 1670 and 1671, whereby 
the schools are opened upon equal term s to color d 
and white children throughout the State. Elections 
for School Trustees are to be held on the first S atur­ 
day in May, to take office on the 1st of July follow­ 
ing. 
The bill also provide* for the cal ing of meet­ 
ings of the electors by the Trustees of any district 
to decide 
pon the location or relocation of the 
school building, sale or purchase of lots and any lili 
gation in which the district may become engaged, 
and the action of such meeting shall be binding upon 
the Trustees.

Mr. Tyler has introduced a Dili relative to attach­ 
ments, the provisions of which, briefly st ted, are as 
follows: When a person sells the necessaries of life 
to a laborer, the vender may present the employer 
of such laborer with an affidavit setting forth the 
fact, statin - the time of purchase and the amount, 
which m ust have been fumish'.il within three years 
previous to that time. The affidavit shall be’ pre­ 
sented to the laborer, and if he admits that it is 
true, the admission shall be noted on the affidavit, 
and the employer shall retain out of his waijes 
money to pay the indebtedness, not exceeding one 
half of his wages, and so con’inuc until the debt is 
paid. In case the laborer makes a coui.ter-affidavit 
that he does not owe the am ount, the claimant must 
collect his debt as now provided by law. The law is 
also to apply to persons employed bv the b ta'e or 
any political subdivision thereof, so th at the wares 
of public officers are not exempt w hen the debt is 
for the necessaries of life.

served on the dhbursim r or auditing officer.

applies to corporations. 
A NSW DEPARTURE. 
Mr. Felton ha9 introduced a bill in the Assembly 
which, it is claim el, will «trike a heavy blow at the 
Chinese Companies.

While the reading was going 
on G. W. Carlton, one ot the publishers of 
the Telegraph, was occupied in conversa­ 
tion with another party a short distance 
off, and, at its conclusion, brushed up close 
to Hodges and Brummett. 
The latter, 
turning around and meeting Carlton face 
to face, said : “ Why did you publish that 
lie about me this morning!” 
Carlton re­ 
plied: “ You” 
and whatever sentence 
he had framed was cut short by a shot 
from the pistol which he evidently had 
held cocked in his hand. 
The ball entered 
above and a little to the left of the right 
eye, near the nose, cutting the inner edge 
of the eye and ranging backward, crushing 
the skull in its course, lodging under the 
scalp in the back of the head, the face be­ 
ing badly powder-burnt. 
Brummett in­ 
stantly dropped to the sidewalk, and Carl­ 
ton was immediately arrested and placed 
in jail.

As stated in another place, Brummett 
was on his way to the Court-house to get 
the necessary papers to arrest Carlton & 
Co. for libel for publishing the foregoing 
ami the slanderous comments accompany­ 
ing it when he was killed.

simply this, which is susceptible of an 
abundance of local proof: Brummett had 
been working for this man Crowell, who 
was indebted to him (as Brummett claimed) 
to a certain amount.

The 
Explosion at 
llie tzar's W inter 
Palace. 
St. P eter sb u r g, February 18th.—Follow­ 
ing is the official account of the explosion in 
the W inter Palace : About 7 o’clock last 
evening an explosion occurred in the base­ 
ment of the Imperial W inter Palace under 
the principal guard room, by which eight 
soldiers of a Finland regiment of the guard 
then on duty were killed and forty-five in­ 
jured. The flooring of the guard room and 
several gaspipes were damaged. 
Official in­ 
quiry into the cause of tiie explosion is pro­ 
ceeding. 
P a r is, February 18th.—A Russian was ar­ 
rested yesterday iu the Cham ps Elysses, 
charged with attempting the life of the Czar. 
St. P etersburg, February 18th. —T he 
mine exploded last evening in the basement 
of the Winter Palace was filled with dyna­ 
mite and gun cotton. 
T he train by which it 
was fired can be traced to a cellar in the iu- 
ner court, where a quantity of fuel was 
stored. 
N ew Y ork, February 18th.—The Herald's 
Paris special says: Private advices received 
this evening give a consecutive story of the 
■attempt to blow up the W inter Palace at St. 
Petersburg. 
It appears that when the Czar 
is at the Capital he dines at (i o’clock, but 
since the return of the Empress the dinners 
have generally been postponed for half an 
hour. 
Quiet as is the Emperor’s ordinary 
life, it lias been quieter than ever during the 
past month. 
He had little appetite for lunch 
at 12, and after staying all the morning clos­ 
eted with his Secretary, he returned at once 
to receive the visits of his Ministers. 
His 
afternoon drives, for which people used to 
wait in expectant crowds along the quays, 
have been altogether abandoned. 
His dinner 
has occupied even lets time than of old. 
Lee France asserted that he happened to be 
in the apartments of the Princess Dolquo- 
rqnky at the moment the explosion took 
place. 
It is well known that the Empress 
lias recently given her complete sanction to 
the presence of this lady, who is the only 
person at court that can approach him in his 
morose moods, which are now his normal con­ 
dition, anil which are believed to be premoni­ 
tions of softening of the brain. To the Czar's 
long stay in the Princess’ apartments it is 
believed he owes bis life, as well as that of 
the Imperial family. 
La Patrie, however, asserts that the Empe­ 
ror was busily discussing with Prince Alex­ 
ander of Bulgaria the politics of the Balkan 
provinces when dinner was announced, but 
being deeply engrossed they were first aroused 
by the terrible explosion. The Czar was per­ 
fectly calm, and an hour later sat down qui­ 
etly to dinner beside the great gap in the 
floor. -The Empress was asleep in her room, 
and heard nothing of the explosion. Express 
orders were issued that she should be left in 
ignorance of the event. 
The Russian Army of Invasion. 
B erlin, February 18th.—I t issaid that G en­ 
eral Skobeloff will command the Russian 
main army of invasion, numbering 20,000 
troops, marching from Tashkeud across Bok­ 
hara to Merv, with a view of operating in the 
rear of the Turcomans, while two other 
armies, from TchikislaracdKrasnovodok, re­ 
spectively, will form a junction with him 
before tire end of May. 
The Situation in Ireland —Contradictory 
Reports. 
D ublin, February ISth.—Accounts from 
the country the past few days have been more 
hopeful. 
There is much suffering, but no 
starvation except in far-off islands, to which 
relief is being sent without delay or stint. In 
parts of Donegal the want is great, but the 
Dublin Mansion House fund has been made 
promptly available. The agrarian agitation 
may be said to be completely at an end. A t­ 
tempts to get up meetings of that sort re­ 
cently have failed. 


P h il a d e lph ia, February 18th.—A cable 
dispatch from Archbishop McCabe, of Dub­ 
lin, says the distress is increasing insume dis­ 
tricts, and the famine is extending. Money 
is urgently required for food and seed. 
Financial situation of Germany. 
B er lin, February 18th.—The Reichstag 
to-day discussed the budget and the biil au­ 
thorizing the Government to coatract a loan. 
The Under Secretary of the Treasury, in the 
course of the debate, said the financial situa­ 
tion of the country had greatly improved the 
current year. The total increase of receipts 
this year has been estimated at 2S,000,000 
marks, but this estimate is now reduced to 
20,000,000 by calculating the decrease in beet­ 
root sugar, brandy and brewers’ taxes. 
Last 
year’s deficit will be met by this year’s sur­ 
plus. 
E m p e ro r W illia m 's S tra te g y . 
B erlin, February 18th.—The Emperor 
dined Tuesday with Count Szechenyi, the 
Austro-Hungarian Embassador. 
The great 
distinction thus conferred upon the Embassa­ 
dor is regarded as intended to silence the ru­ 
mors about the Emperor not fully sanction­ 
ing the Austro-Germ an alliance. 
The ru­ 
mors were based on the absence of any men­ 
tion of any alliance in the speech from the 
throne on the opening day of the German 
Reichstag. 
German I’ulities. 
B erlin, February 18th.—The North-Gcr- 
man Gazette says : “ It is unfortunate that 
the Clericals, who will probably oppose the 
army and anti-Socialist bills, were able to 
elect Count Von Arem Boytsenburg Presi­ 
dent of the Reichstag with the help of the 
Conservatives.” The article is believed to in­ 
dicate Bismarck's dependence on the Na­ 
tional Liberals for carrying these measures. 
The Protectionists have begun a fresh'agita­ 
tion, with the object of further increasing the 
new tariff and taxes, which they say are not 
high enough to secure the results desired. 
D etention o f a ¡‘learner. 
L arnaca, February 18th.—The engineer 
on the Austrian steamer Espero assaulted a 
Custom-house officer while discharging his 
duties on board the vessel, and the authori­ 
ties withhold the steamer’s health papers un­ 
til the engineer is surrendered.

THS DEBEIS QUESTION. 


The Grass Valley Union expresses the 
opinion that the statem ent recently made 
to us by a well-known representative of 
the mining interest, to the effect th at the 
miners would be willing to take care of the 
debria in the mountains, and meet the cost 
themselves, does not faithfully embody the 
sentiment of the miners. 
If our contem­ 
porary knew who our informant was, it 
would assuredly not intimate, as it does, 
that he was not in earnest, or that he is 
not fully entitled to be regarded as a rep­ 
resentative miner. 
The Union, however, 
declares that it is idle to think of trying to 
keep the debris back in the mountains, 
and th at unless 
hydraulic 
mining is 
stopped, the injury to the valley lands 
must continue, to a greater or lesa extent. 
It says : “ The proposition must resolve it- 
“ self to this : If hydraulic mining goes on 
“ the w ater from the mountains must 
“ remain muddy, 
There is no help for 
“ i t 
If thereby damage is done to the 
“ agricultural lands of the valley, a system 
“ of reclamation, leveeing and dredgmg 
“ must be done to meet the emergency. 
“ The cost may be great, but scientific men 
“ assert that it ¡3 practicable. 
If the water 
“ of the mountain streams must go to the 
“ valleys in anything like its original pu- 
“ rity, then hydraulie and ail other kinds 
“ of mining must stop. 
This is the long 
“ and short of the question, and on this 
“ basis it must be m et.” Our contempo­ 
rary is altogether too hasty. 
This is not 
the long and short of the question. 
The 
most im portant phase of it has been en­ 
tirely ignored in the above statement, 
namely, who is to pay for the “ system of 
“ reclamation, leveeing and dredging” re­ 
quired to counteract the damage caused by 
the mining debris. 
The organs of tlie 
mining 
interest arc not helping the 
cause of their friends a t all by leav­ 
ing 
this 
vital 
question 
in 
the 
background. 
They must not imagine that 
they can saddle the whole cost of neces­ 
sary works upon the agricultural lauds. 
To attem pt this, or to deal iu cavalier 
style with the positions of the complain­ 
ants in this case, can only tend to discour­ 
age all efforts for the removal of the pres­ 
ent causes of irritation. 
The situation is 
sufficiently embarrassed now without add­ 
ing to it any fresh impediments, for if the 
present session expires before any relief 
legislation is had, the whole m atter will 
be thrown back upon the Courts, and the 
miners will have to take their chances of 
injunctions, which would of coarse stop 
them from pursuing their business alto­ 
gether. 


It is already apparent that the Drainage 
bill of Mr. Barks is destined to be fought 
strenuously, and whatever defects it may 
contain, it must be realized th at this is the 
only measure before the Legislature which 
holds out a hope of concerted action in the 
premises. 
The bill introduced by Mr. 
Davis proposes the peremptory stoppage of 
hydraulic mining by malting it a misde­ 
meanor to send down debris at all. 
Now, 
if the miners intend to take the extreme 
position that the damage inflicted by debris 
is nothing to them, it is clear that they 
will obtain very little sympathy from those 
who have hitherto advocated strong and 
rigorous measures, and who have only 
consented 
to 
consider 
more 
liberal 
and 
comprehensive 
schemes 
on 
the 
understanding 
th at 
the miners 
were 
willing to bear their full share of whatever 
outlay might be necessary. 
We may go 
so far as to say that at this stage no mea­ 
sure is likely to receive a hearing which 
does not take for granted the full partici­ 
pation of the minors in the required dis­ 
bursements. 
We have done our best to 
bring this subject to a satisfactory issue. 
Having pointed out clearly the strength 
and justice of the farmers’ case, we en­ 
deavored to show the necessity for such 
compromises as might protect both the 
important 
interests 
concerned. 
That, 
however, cannot be done unless there is a 
frank 
recognition 
on 
the 
part 
of 
the 
miners 
of 
the 
obligations 
un­ 
der 
which they lie. 
Strictly speak­ 
ing, 
there 
can 
be 
no 
doubt that 
it is incumbent upon them alone to take 
care of the debris. 
They can set up no 
pretense of a right to inflict injury upon 
the property of others. 
The rights of 
property never included the right to do a 
wrong. 
The fundamental maxim of the 
law is that every man must so use what 
is his own as not to injure what is an­ 
other's. 
This maxim is violated by the 
hydraulie miners, and to the injury, not of 
a few farmers alone, but of the whole State. 
If, therefore, they undertake to stickle for 
their assumed equities,and ignore their man­ 
ifest responsibilities, they are apt to find 
themselves in an exceedingly difficult posi­ 
tion, and to discover that this policy is not 
a winning one. 


I t is further nteessary to point out that 
unless there is on all sides some disposition 
to conciliation, and unless those remedial 
measures which are proposed are examined 
temperately and reasonably, the strong 
probability is that the end of the session 
wiil be reached before anything is done. 
It is very natural that lawyers should 
think it their duty to fight the battles of 
their clients before the Legislature as be­ 
fore the Courts, but it is not by this 
kind of procedure th at the great prob­ 
lems 
in 
issue 
are 
likely 
to 
be 
satisfactorily 
solved. 
It 
is 
declared 
by the best engineering talent in the 
State perfectly feasible to keep the debris 
in the mountains, to restore the rivers to 
navigability, and to reclaim the swamp 
lands. 
It is also declared by engineers that 
the only way to do all these desirable 
things is to do them together, under one 
harmonious and comprehensive system. 
The interests of the State require that all 
its citizens should be, if possible, protected 
and encouraged in their several pursuits. 
It docs not, however, appear possible to 
protect the miners unless the debris ques­ 
tion can be made part of such a general sys­ 
tem as we have spoken of. 
If the debris 
question is treated by itself it must be 
resolved into a question as to where the 
responsibility 
for the 
injury 
inflicted 
rests, and the logical conclusion certain to 
be drawn from the only possible answer 
to that question, is, that those who caused 
the injury ought alone to bear the cost of 
reparation and prevention. 
The miners 
aver that such a judgment would compel 
the abandonment of hydraulic mining. 
If th at be so, they should see to it that 
the case is not allowed through their de­ 
fault to drift into this dangerous position, 
and they should employ all their energies 
in promoting and facilitating such legisla­ 
tion as Í3 calculated to give effective relief 
to the fanners without necessitating irre­ 
parable injury to their own interests.

THE UNEMPLOYED. 


How Tii3ir W ants May Be Relieved—WLat 
Has Already Been Done. 


The following communication appeared 
in the Sau Francisco Bulletin of February 
18th : 
Editor B ulletin: Probably the greatest number, 
certainly the most demonstrative, of all who are 
uow suffering for want *f employment are of Irish 
parentage. 
In contrast w ith this, wc find an Irishman the chief 
actor in a grain corner, with the object of increasing 
the price of breadstuff* *o necessary for the buffer­ 
ing poor. 
In California, the merf w ho have the largest amount 
of readv money are Irishmen. On the other bund, 
the loudest sufferers for want of money are Irish­ 
men. 
The occupation most suited to the ability of 
the larger proportion of those who ask for employ* 
m ent is the construction of houses, the filling in or 
excavation of lots, the making of roadways, etc. 
Following and depending upon these enterprises are 
activity among lumbermen, brick makers, stonecut­ 
ters and others who supply the material. 
The charitable qualities of the Irish capitalists 
among us have not assumed the proportion of an 
enterprise as yet. A considerable num ber of these 
gentlemen have land either uuimpioved or with 
buildings on them which are not in consonance with 
the wealth of their owners. 
Flood and Mackey 
have proi>erty on Market street, the noblest avenue 
of our city, with miserable structures upon them. 
How easily they could give occupation to a few hun­ 
dred of their countrymen. 
James Phelan ha9 350 
feet of low shanties, with wooden sidewalk main­ 
tained in defiance of law, on the same street. 
With 
the half million of dollars he is ready to lend at in­ 
terest, how much good he could do his fellow- 
countrymen. 
W'e might mention twenty other Irish landholders 
or money-lenders In the city of San Francisco 
who could rise above “ saud lo t” proclivities and 
build up instead of aiding in tearing down the city 
to which they owe their all. 
These men’lend money on interest cr buy bonds ; 
they neither build dwellings, stores nor numufac- 
t ries unless an immediate return of a large pretit is 
demonstrated. 
Sherwood built a monumental bl*>ck on Market 
street, thu9 spending his money where he made it, 
giving employment to several* hundred men at a 
time when they most needed it. 
Stanford, Crocker & Co. have used all theirmoncy, 
not in sending it out of the State in the purchase of 
bonds, not in pawnhroking or money-lending, but iu 
extending lines of railroad to distant {arts of this 
State and to the adjacent Terriories. 
W ithout these railroads how much of valie would 
pertain to the lots in the city ©f San Francisco ? 
Every mile of railroad built by them o|xms a new 
district 1 f country in which towns, villages and 
pleasant homes, are rendered possible. 
W ithout 
such railroads the interior of the State and the 
neighboring States would still be a pastoral country. 
W ithout railroads the city of San Fraucisco would 
have no tribute paid to her except whut might be 
brought by water or by wagon. 
With railroads ex­ 
tended to every fertile valley and rich mining dis­ 
trict of this and the adjoining States and Territories 
— centering at the city of San Francisco—ibis city 
ban a near future of o v era million of inhabitants. 
W ithout railroads centering at San Francisco, every 
port on the Pacific coast would he a rival to the ex­ 
tent of the resources of the country behind such 
port. 
With railroads centering at ¿an Francisco 
there can be uo other seaport town 011 the Pacific. 
It will he for the future inhabitants of Sau Fran­ 
cisco to fully appreciate the great works accom­ 
plished by Stanford and his associates. Then the 
fraternity of blood, which riots on the sund-lot be­ 
cause of poverty, and which shuts up its millions 
because «•£ the lack of proper energy and enter- 
f 
>ri«c to use their money for their kinsman, will 
iave passed away. 
Why sand-lot leaders should make such demon­ 
strations against Stanford & Co., who rre the cause 
directly and indirectlj* of more )>euple having com­ 
fortable homes than all the capitalists of California, 
is hard to conceive. 
The variation to their senseless railings should be 
toward their countrymen, their own blood, who 
have the means and will not give t em work. 
Manufactories are, in competition with the like 
kind in other countries, and no higher wages can be 
safely paid in California than iu other countries. 
The building of houses have no such competition, 
and can be at this time cheaply done. 
During the 
Fraser river times many could not foresee that ian 
Fra cisco would become as large a city as it is, ami 
now the short-sighted cannot imagine this city 
as increasing to a milli ou inhabitants. 
Shanties drive trade to the better built portions 
of a city, as all know* who look at the old buildings 
in certain parts of our city. 
Capital is begging in 
this city investm ent at a lower rate than ever be­ 
fore known ; building material is cheap, laborers 
are starving, railroads arc pointing from every direc­ 
tion towards this city. 
And with the greatest 
promise of a great future th at was ever presented 
to a city, we find capitalists unwilling to make an 
effort to benefit themselves and their poorer fellow- 
citizens.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


[ From San Francisco exchanges of February lath. 1 
The steamer Zealamlia, which sailed 
yesterday afternoon for Honolulu and ¿Syd­ 
ney, took 51 cabin passengers, and 51 
whites and 9 Chinese in the steerage. 
In one of the recent storms the two 
buildings at the end of Meiggs’ wharf 
were canted over at an angle ot iorty-tive 
degrees. 
An attem pt was made to raise 
them to the perpendicular y esterday, which 
resulted in overturning them in the waters 
of the bay. 
When last seen they were 
iloating seaward. 
Quarantine Officer McAllister made an­ 
other visit to the hulks Constitution and 
Colorado yesterday, and having personally 
inspected each one of the Chinese, he per­ 
m itted them to land, with the exception of 
about forty, whom, having been but re­ 
cently vacciuated, it was deemed prudent 
to keep back for a few days longer. 
The mining dividends paid at New York 
this mouth, says the Bulletin, will be larger 
than those paid at San Francisco, and yet 
we arc told that there is no danger that 
New York will ever become a mining cen­ 
ter. 
Ju st uow, hoivever, New York stock­ 
holders are quite favored. 
Theyf are re­ 
ceiving fair dividends and paying no as­ 
sessments. 
The Geary-street Cable Railroad Com­ 
pany will not issue any tickets, but collect 
cash for its fares, taking, however, the 
tickets of other roads from passengers and 
selling them at the main office. 
The 
Omnibus Company is also contemplating 
the abolishment of tickets. 
The Sutter- 
sireet Company* does not propose any 
change in this respect, and the Cahfornia- 
strcet Company is positively opposed to it. 
Mayor Kalloch has filed an affidavit in 
Department No. 11 of the Superior Court 
in the case of Charles De Young, charged 
with assault to murder, in which, after cit­ 
ing the fact that the defendant is out of 
the State, he alleges that the bondsmen, 
David Farquharson and Dr. Holland, who 
each qualified in £15,000 upon De Young’s 
bonds, are not worth that amount, and 
therefore asks that the accused be forced 
to find other and more sufficient bonds­ 
men. 
Nine hundred and fifty-three thousand 
dollars was sent to Sacramento to-day 
from the Treasurer’s office under the per­ 
sonal charge of City and County Treasurer 
Shaber. 
The coin was done up in SO can­ 
vas bag9, and required three wagons to 
transport it. 
There were two wagon loads 
of gold and one of silver. 
Four policemen 
were detailed to guard tnc treasure, which 
was taken from the Treasurer s office to 
the elevator and thence to the express 
wagon?, which wai*ed at the entrance, 
near the Registrar’s office.

In 1S7S he contributed 
to ‘’Scribner’s Magazine” a series of arti­ 
cles on “ Bird Architecture,” which at­ 
tracted marked attention. 
He had recent­ 
ly prepared for “ Harper’s Magazine” an 
article upon Audubon, containing copies 
of letters received by him from Mr. Audu­ 
bon.

A dispatch yesterday stated that memo­ 
rials had been sent to Congress by a num­ 
ber of railroad officials protesting against 
the redaction of the duty on steel rails. 
The names of these officials should have 
been giren, and the names of the lines 
they represented, that the people might 
know to whom they were indebted for 
this amazing attem pt to maintain an im­ 
post whieh is borne, not by the railroads, 
but by the shippers and passengers. 
No 
doubt if railroad directors care nothing 
about popularity, they might almost as well 
support as oppose the duty, for they are 
not called upon to pay it, and it might in 
one sense be said to be none of their busi­ 
ness. 
Enlightened men, however, perceive 
that a tax which falls so heavily upon the 
public must react upon business generally, 
and therefore all intelligent railroad offi­ 
cials must be on the side of the protestants 
against the tariff 
Their interest in the 
m atter is, however, too indirect to afford a 
basis for legislative action. 
If Congress 
wishes to know how the duty on steel rails 
is regarded by those who have to pay it, 
reference must be had to the people.

THE INSURANCE BILLS, 


I t is to be hoped that the Senate will 
not pass either of the insurance bills now 
before it. 
Senate Bill No. 188 has been 
altered considerably in committee, but 
even now it contains many objectionable 
features. 
The provision that a capital of 
§000,000 sbould be required of every com­ 
pany doing business in the State has been 
altered, and §200,000 has been substi­ 
tuted. 
There is no objection to fhis, but 
the provision requiring a deposit of §100,­ 
000 by all foreign and Eastern companies 
is a bad one, aüd we do not understand 
that this has been eliminated from the bill. 
The Legislature should remember that the 
public interests imperatively demand free 
trade in insurance, and that every stipula­ 
tion tending to produce a monopoly in 
favor of home companies must diminish 
the security of insurers, and therefore im­ 
pair the efficiency of insurance throughout 
the State. 
All such measures, moreover, 
are in the line of protection, and involve 
increasedjcost to the consumer. 
No body 
representing the people can be justified in 
subordinating their interests to those of a 
few individuals, yet that is what is asked 
by the advocates of these bills.

W h a t t h e Carriers D o.—The following 
figures will dhow that the free mail delivery 
system is an efficient one, and that it is be­ 
coming more useful to the residents of the 
city.

pers—total, 48,344. 
There were collected 
rom the street letter boxes in October 14,305 
letters, 2,126 postal cards, 992 newspapers— 
total, 17,483 ; November, 10,440 letters, 3,059 
cards, 1,510 papers—total 21,009; December, 
20,119 letters, 2,752 cards, 1,892 papers— 
total, 24,033; January, 33,557 letters, 3,053 
cards, 1,941 
papers—total, 
38,541. 
The 
postage collected on drop letters and cards 
delivered in October was 8103 37 ; Novem­ 
ber, 8112 95 ; December, 8104 98; January, 
8145 58. 
The dues on such matter delivered 
this month already amounts to more than was 
collected in January, owing to the lively 
business done in valentines. 
The delivery 
of local matter will be greatly facilitated 
when it is understood that the postage re­ 
quired for every drop letter, whether for de­ 
livery by the carriers or not, is two cents, and 
that the letter cannot be delivered until the 
postage is paid. 
As stamps are not always 
kept at residences, it is always wise for the 
sender to affix sufficient postage to insure the 
speedy delivery of the missive. 


N e a r l t C a u g h t H im .—For some time 
past the chicken-roo9ts in the eastern end of 
the city have been systematically robbed. 
One gentleman, who was a loser to the num­ 
ber of 60 chickens, concluded to catch the 
thief.

AN UNWRITTEN CHAPTER OF THE PALMY 
DAYS. 


In the good old days of ’64, when the 
Virginia excitem ent was in its flush, the 
now' quiet shores of Donner Lake was the 
3ceue of bustle and life. 
Great “ moun­ 
tain schooners ” drawn by five and six 
span of mules or horses, daily passed along 
its northern shore, and tw o six-horse daily 
stages rattled over the smooth road, which 
was kept free from dust by sprinkling 
wagons, and 'which a large force kept con­ 
stantly in repair. 
This was known as the 
Dutch Flat road, the site where Truckee 
now stands being covered with barren 
rocks and trees, with the exception of one 
solitary house. 
There were three hotels 
near the shores of the lake, a store and half 
a dozen dwelling houses, and a constant 
stream of travelers offered their patronage. 
AmoDg the settlers at the foot of the 
lake was a man named Lane, who came 
with his family in an emigrant tram across 
the plains. 
He camped at the lake, and 
being short of means was glad of an oppor­ 
tunity offered him of laying in a winter’s 
supply of wood for the hotel, which took 
many weeks. 
A half-breed Indian, known among the 
whites as Joe, hung around the hotel, and 
for some cause Joe and Lane had a quarrel, 
iu which the Indian was worsted. 
Days 
passed, and it was supposed the affair was 
forgotten. 
But the dogged Indian nature 
clung close to him and showed itself. 
The 
insatiable desire ior revenge was in his 
heart. 
Joe lnrked around the place, aijd 
one afternoon the wife of Lane discovered 
that her eldest child was missing from the 
camp. 
This was an adopted child, being 
the son of Lane’s deceased sister. 
Search wa3 instituted high and low 
through the woods and over the mountains 
and down Donner creek. 
All hands were 
on the track. 
It was not known that the 
Indian was the canse of the child’s disap­ 
pearance, but the Indian disappeared at 
the same time, anil a camp a mile from the 
lake was thoroughly searched and vigi­ 
lantly guarded—but all to no avail. 
The 
child had been in the habit of playing near 
the lake, and after the vigilant search it 
was the generally accepted theory among 
the settlers 
that he must have 
been 
drowned. 
Time passed, and hope began to fade. 
But the sequel is the saddest part of this 
romance of real life. 
The child, whose 
name is unknown to ns, died among the 
Indians three weeks after its abduction. 
The cause we can only presume. 
The lit­ 
tle fellow could not endure the coarse food, 
the barbarous usages, the exposures and 
privations, of Indian life. Pining for home, 
he became weak and emaciated. The little 
spirit was above the hard endurance, the 
cold and fatigue, which wore away the 
body by day and night, with nothing to 
cheer, e o kind heart, no tender hand—the 
repugnant and garrulous talk of his cap­ 
tors constantly sounding in his cars. 
Per­ 
haps at night he found comfort listening to 
the plaintive murmur of 
the gurgling 
brook, which had a song-like and melodi­ 
ous voice, produced through that delirium 
which precedes 
death. 
Perchance 
he 
watched some little star and saw it set be­ 
yond the black mountain, and felt lonely 
until the night came again, when his little 
companion twinkled once more, and he 
seemed to talk to it, and waited again for 
another night, still watching that little 
star with his hollow eyes and his weak 
and wasted body, till his shining bea­ 
con again faded beyond the horizon, and 
hope sinking in his breast, his little soul 
went forth to reach it. 
This was at a camp 
near the place where Verdi now stands 
down the river. 
Lane left for California 
on the approach of snow, but returned in 
the spring in hopes to learn something of 
the child. 
The Indian Joe became fright­ 
ened when the search began and found his 
way to Virginia C'ty, and afterwards went 
to eastern Nevada, and now lives near Bel­ 
mont. 
H e speaks English fluently, and 
Sometimes chops wood for the whites. 
Thomas M olley, who was engaged as a 
miner there, now living in Truckee, vouches 
for the truth of this strange incident. 
He 
gives us the facts as he learned them from 
the Indian. 
The whole camp were too 
frightened to return the child at the time, 
and kept it. 
John Terrence, now of Sacra- 


i meato, and at the time employed around 
the toll-hoiise at the lake, remembers the 
occurrence well, but lost track of Lane.—■

The arguments were in effect 
that the new Constitution, Section 20, Ar­ 
ticle X V III., gave women equal rights with 
men in all lawful vocations, and that a 
woman had the same right to serve as an at­ 
tendant in a saloon as a man. 
The decision 
rendered was that the ordinance was clearly 
in violation of the Constitution, inoperative 
and void. 
Eight Justices concurred, two dis­ 
sented and two were absent.

around the point sent a broadside against 
the house, and it was precipitated into the 
water, tumbling into a hundred pieces. 
The floor floated off in one direction, while 
the roof, sides, windows, doors, and other 
parts floated off in various other directions. 
Nothing daunted, a number of men were 
put to work, aud in a short time the pieces 
were all collected and fastened to stakes 
in the ground, but they present a truly’ 
comical appearance bobbing up and down 
in the water. 
It was rather hard, after 
the worst had been accomplished, that so 
unfortunate a culmination should attend 
the experiment.—[Vallejo Chronicle.
